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The streets are in bad condition and need panel replacements 

or need to be totally repaved. I have instructed Public Works to 

present to me within 60 days a systematic plan that identifies 

those streets that need to be seriously rehabilitated, a 

potential funding source and an estimated timeline for work to 

commence. You should see a noticeable improvement by the 

end of this term.
